The killing of Thomas Conrad created

If the negroes really attempt a rescue 
a& very bad rict with much bloodshed is 
likely to result. : 

Constitution ‘Bureau, Brown Housc¢, 
Macon, Ga., January 5.—(Special.)—Witn 
a bullet hole through his head, just over

Cause of Trouble. 

The murder—there appears to have been 
a conspiracy.among the negroes to take 
Conrad’s life—was committed under the 
union depot at 7:50 o’clock this morn- 
ing, .when passengers were hurrying to 
and from their trains, and was witnessed 
by a number of people. 

Conrad has for a long time been with 
the Macon Transfer Company. This 


morning he went to the union depot to 
take charge of the work, Manager Cher- 
ry being out of the city. When he reach. 
ed the baggage room, complaint was lodg- 
ed against some of the transfer drivers 
because of their refusal to respond to 
calls. 

Conrad at once began an investigation, 
which induced him to believe that John 
Brown, a negro who has charge ofcthe 
wagons at night, was in fault. He call- 
ed Brown into the office and. giving 
him a severe reprimand, threatened tv 
discharge him for further inattention to 
his duties. The negro flew into a pas- 
sion, and wheeling upon Conrad, said: 

“TI am thirty years of age, and you 
can fire me whenever you get ready.” 

With an offensive sneer at the acting 
manager, Brown left the office, followeal 
by Conrad. As the white man and the 
negro reached the depot floor a wagon 
loaded with trunks, driven by Jim Shiv- 
ers, upon which was Arthur Shivers, a 
helper, came up. 

Conrad was not in the best humor, and 
approaching the Shivers brothers he call- 
ed them down for neglecting their works. 
Both negroes quickly became as offen- 
sive as had been Brown. They grew 
more and more impertinent. Conrad 
finally turned upon his heels, walked up 
to a large pair of scales under the de- 
pot and picked up two weights. 

With these clenched, one in either hand, 
he started towards the Shivers broth- 
ers. 

Details of Killing. 

Before he had advanced two steps Ar- 
thur Shivers jerked from his pocket 2 
pistol, leveled it at Comrad, and pulled the 
trigger. 

Conrad wavered a second and dropped 
dead in a pool of water which had yath- 
ered under the shed where he was siand- 


ing when the shot was fired. 
The ball passed through the rim of 


'Conrad’s cap and entered the forehead 
| just over the left eye. 


Death was in- 
stantaneous. Not a breath came from 
his body when spectators rushed to his 
side to help him. As Conrad dropped to 
the croufhd the two weights flew from 
his hands and were found right ai his 
feet. 

Until the smoke cleared away Shivers 
remained in’ his tracks. Then turning 
upon his. heels, and without uttering 
a word, he walked out of the station. For 
a hundred yards he moved at a leisurely 
gait, and ther suddenly jumped into a 
fast run, making direct for the swamys. 
Threats Said To Have Been Made. 

It was developed that the three ne- 
groes had planned to take Conrad's life. 
and that Saturday night last was the 
time designated for the assassination. 
One night last week Brown and the two 
Shivers negroes met in a place of bust- 
ness on Fourth street. There threats 
were. made against Conrad. 

Conrad was thirty-eight years of age, 
and had been connected with the Macon 
Transfer Company for sixteen years, He 
is survived by a wife, son and two 
The funeral will occur to- 
morrow morning from the home, 470 road 
street. East Macon. Conrad was a mem- 
ber of the Central City Lodge, No. 3, 
Knights of Pythias, and was prominent 
in railroad circles.

chief executive of the municipality 
of Atlanta, Mayor Evan P. Howell 
last night delivered an address in which 
he outlined the policy of his administra- 


tion. 

The address was listened to intently by 
the members of the new council and the 
citizens present. In his Mayor 
Howell was pertinent and clear and 
Kave, in a definite manner, his views on 
matters that will be of public interest 
during his administration. 

He touched on the electric lighting of 
the city; a new contract for which must 
be made soon, and declared the city 
should erect its own plant, if a reasonable 
contract cannot be secured. 

On the subject of street railwavs he 
Bpoke of the present situation and of new 
franchises to be asked for. He outlined 
his policy as to new companies that may 
desire to enter iwe city. An important 
Suggestion is that for a commission for 
the purpose of taking up the matter .of 
city sewer facilities.

As regards the first I unhesitatingly ex- 
press my opinion that the city of Atlanta 
is paying very mucu more for its elec- 
tric lights than it can afford to pay, and 
I will be greatly disappointed if- in the 
renewal of the city’s contract we are not 
able to obtain a very much lower figure 
than the present contract price. Indeed, 
unless there is a material reduction in 
the price I shall recommend to the coun- 
cil that the city proceed at once to con- 
Sider the construction of its own light- 
ing plant. If, however, by contracting 

‘ith those who are now ready to serve 
the city we can get a rate at the ap- 
proximate cost of the city’s manufactur- 
ing its own lights, there would be no ne- 
cessity for the city to proceed with the 
building of its own plant. Unless we can 
obtain a very material reduction, how- 
ever, | will favor the city’s owning and 
operating a plant, and on this I will have 
more to say if in making a new contract 
we do not succeed in getting a more sat- 
isfactory rate. The city of Atlanta is 
paying for lights alone, including streets 
and public buildings HNghted by. the city, 
nearly $100,000, The number of arc lights 
has been increased from 717 to 793 within 
a short time. The contract under which 
we are operating was made for 
years and expires in April, 1908. Consid- 
ering the very great advance that has 
been made in improvements in electric 
lighting machinery in the past’ three 
years, the price ought to be cheaper, espe- 
Clally when the number used has been 
increased so rapidly.

doubtless in consequence of this under- 
standing that tne vessels at Porto Ca- 
bello were taken, though both the for- 
eign office and the navy department are 
yet without advices showing that ves- 
sels were taken or that marines were 
temporarily landed. 

The official view here is that the block- 
ading commanders acted quite in accord- 
ance with their instructions. The allied 
governments’ determination appears to be 
that pending the signature of the arbi- 
tration protocol the blockade within the 
limits agreed upon shall be sharply ap- 
plied. Hence, unless the preliminaries for 
arbitration are arranged immediately ac- 
tion similar to that ad®&pted at Porto Ca- 
bello naturally will be taken at other 
ports. By makihg the blockade felt, it ts 
claimed, President Castro’s decision 
probably will be hastened. There is also 
an impression that President Castro 
ought to have a taste of the allies’ power 
while making his mina, as a completely 
eventless blockade would make the allies 
rather ridiculous in ‘the eyes of the Vene- 
zuelan and the rest of the world. It is 
pointed out by naval officers that a state 
of war exists and that, therefore, acts of 
war ought to follow us rapidly as the 
circumstances warrant until the peace 
preliminaries are signed. The German 
cruiser Sperber sa.s.ed today from Kiel 
for Venezuela. 


No Response from Powers. 

Washington, January 6.—The response 
of the allied powers to Castro's last 
proposition to submit Venezuela’s case 
to the arbitration of The Hague tribunal! 
have not yet been received, but it is 
believed that the answers will not be 
much longer delayed, as a continuance 
of the present State of affairs on the 
Venezuelan coast is not viewed with sat- 
isfaction here. ‘The blockade !s under- 
stood to be working injury to American 
interests, and the desire is strong to see 
the protocol (which will include a. proyvi- 
sion for the termination of the blockade) 
speedily agreed upon, 

Mr, Bowen's advices from Caracas show 
that conditions there are very much dis- 
turbed; that internal revolutionary trou- 
bles have intensified, and that Presmjent 
Castro is sorely beset. 

Protest to Hay. 

New York, January 5.—It was an- 
nounced today that a protest would be 
Sent to Secretary Hay, compiaining Gf 
the treatment accorded the Red D line 
steamer Caracas at La Guayra by tho 
blockading powers. The Caracas arrived 
Mere today and owvrers of the cargo, 
which was not discharged at La Guayra, 
declared that they would seek to obtain 
indemnXy through the United States gov- 
ernment.

Negress Denies That She Has Been 
Threatened with Violence—She 
Says She Wouldn’t Hold 
the Office Under Any 
Circumstances. 


Indianola; Miss., January 5.—Mrs. Min- 
nie Coxe, the colored postinistress of this 
place, on account of whose resignation 
the government ordered the postoffice here 
closed, left Indianola tonight for Birming- 
ham, Ala., accompanied by her mulatto 
assistant. It is now thought there is lit- 
tle danger of further trouble, and, al- 
though the sentiment of the peopie is 
against the action of the government in 
closing the office on account of the conse- 
quent partial varalysis of business, no 
violence is anticipated. 

Before she left tonight, Mrs. Coxe made 
a statement in which she denied that she 
had been swabjected to any indignities, 
and stated that no violence had been 
threatened her. She said, however, that 
she would not again take the ollice of 
postmaster under any circumstances. 

Her husband, who is employed in the 
United States railway mail service, also 
made a stgtement in which he said that 
his wife had nut been threatened, but that 
he understood the race problem in the 
south, and had advised her to give up the 
place. ‘‘There is no dowbt,” he continued, 
“that there is a general sentiment here 
against a negro postmaster.” 

The bondsmen of Minnie Coxe gave out 
the following statement. 

“On January 1 we forwarded the fol- 
lowing telegram to fne third assistant 
postmaster general at Washington: 

** ‘Indianola, Miss.—Third Assistant 
Postmaster General, Washington: Post- 
office here closed. Postmistress claims 
her resignation in your nands to take 
effect today and no advice of appointment 
of a successor. I1f we are still bondsmen 
advise us promptly and fully our duty in 
the matter. Prompt action necessary for

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ROADS UPHELD — 
BY COMMISSION 


Charge That Cotton Has 
Been Diverted Not 
Proven, 


Charleston, 8. C., January 5.—(Special.) 
As previously indicated in dispatches to 
The Constitution, the state railroad com- 
mission has handed down an opinion in 
the case of business men of Charleston 
against the Southern railway, claiming 
discrimination, in which it is held that 
no proof of discriminagion was shown. 

This action on the part of the board 
was not unexpected. At the recent hearing 
in Charleston evidence was submitted 
showing the conditions that existed two 
years ago, and there was a general ar- 
raignment of the railroad policy, based 
on ynformation and belief. 

The vital spark of the hearing was that 
the Southern had endeavored to divert 
expert cotton from Charleston, in favor 
of Norfolk, but the commission declares 
that no such condition was proven. It is 
admitted that two years ago there was 
some dclay in the movement of cotton to 
this port, but the. board says that this 
was not “discriminatiye delay,” 
conditions have been and are stil] being 
improved. 

In his testimony for the “prosecution,” 
ithe local agent of Inman & Co. said that 
the Southern railway had _ refused to 
route cotton via Charleston. J. F. Mc- 
Gowan, a member of the firm, who was 
put un as a witness against the railroad, 
testified that the Southern railway had 
respected the wish of the shipper, and 
had sent all cotton to Charleston, when 
specifically requested. 

The board quoted extensively from Mr. 
McGowan’s testimony., Summing up, the 
toard ordered that the specific charges 
from business people, having reference to 
unjust discrimination, are dismissed, not 
naving been sustained by the evidence. In 
regard to the specification of unreason- 
able delay, due to lack of equipment or- 
dered two years ago, the board sustained 
ihe charge, and will take such steps as 
are warranted hy law to improve the 
service. 

In the opinion the board also referred 
to the terminal charges in Charleston, 
which have militated against the port. 
These troubles will be remedied just as 
coon as possible. President R. G. Erwin, 
cf the Atlentic Coast Line; Vice President 
T. M. Emerson and Vice President J. M. 
Culp, of the Southern railway. have been 
here trying to arrange fer a satisfactory 
adjustment, and it is said they will be 
successful in this undertaking. 

As*a Turther concession to ‘business peo- 
ple here, the freight department of the 
Southern railway has sent the freight 
bureau proposed tariff sheets, which show 
a reduction of 15 per cent on rates to 
local territory.”

FROM GEORGIA.’’| HOW CONSUMPT'ON HAUNTS 


CERTAIN ROYAL FAMILIES 


By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


ONSMUMPTION is one of the many 
ills that seem fo be hereditary in 

certain of the royal families of 
Europe, and the news that both Queen 
Marie Amelie of Portugal and her sister, 
Duchess Helen of Aosta, probably the 
two most beautiful women of the reign- 
ing houses of FPurope, are threatened 
‘herewith and compelled to seek a warm 
climate for the winter doubtless will 
«evoke the memory of the fact that their 
father’s mother, a Lutheran princess of 
the German dynasty of Meckienberg- 
Echwerin, succumbed to tuberculosis of 
the lungs, and that their father, the late 
count of Paris, was so _ delicate that 
throughout the greater portion of his life 
he was forced to winter each year either 
in the south of France or in Spain. 

Queen Marié Amelie will, it is sid, 
spend the remainder of the cold season 
either in Erypti or else at Nice, Lisbon 
Leing by reason of the Atlantie mists and 
winds somewhat trying for a person witli 
weak lungs at this time of the ycar. With 
regard to Duchess Helen of Aosta, her 
ceusin. King Victor Emmanuel, has 
placed at her disposal his estate of San 
Rossore, which I described the other day 
in these letters, and which, lying be- 
tween Pisi and she Mediterranean, occu- 
pies one of the most sheltered portions of 
the coast. 

Duchess Helen has until now always 
been 2 perfect picture of health and 
lcoked vnon as a woman of such superb 
physique, passionately. devoted to hunt 
ing, fencing. driving and other forms of 
sport, that the news of her being threat- 
ened with consumption has created genu- 
ine surprise mingicd with rerret among 
all those who had forgotten that she 
was the deughter of the late count of 
Paris and the granddaughter of the Pro- 
testant duchess of Orleans, and fears 
@re expressed lest her children, who are 
at the present moment heirs presumptive 
to the Italian crown, should inherit this 
tendency to diseases of the chest. 

It may be remembered that King Victor 
Emmanuel refrained for many years 
from marrying in consequence of his 
dread that owine to his puny physique 
any children born to him would be 
weaklings, and as such a danger to the 
dvnasty. His two little giris, however, 
ure wonderfully vigorous and healthy 
chiléren, bidding fair to inherit their 
mother’s splendid constitution, whereas 
the children of the duke and duchess of 
Aosta, one of the handsomest aud stateli- 
est royal couples of Europe, are not only 
the reverse of strong, but, as Ll have just 
pointed out, threatened with their great- 
grandmother's tendency to consumption. 

Among other reigning houses in whica 
this malady is regarded with dread and 
upon which it has cast a blight, is the 
grand ducal dynasty of Baden, not only 
the crown prince of Baden, but likewise 
his sister, the crown princess of Sweden, 
being consumptive. Then taere is the 
reigning house of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, 
to which the late duchess of Orleans be- 
longed. The late grand duke for many 
years preceding his death, by suicide, 
Was compelled to invariably spend the 
winters in the south of France. Quite 
a large number of the members of tne 
imperial family of Russia have. suc- 
cumbed to consumption, including the 
late czarina, her eldest son, the czare- 
witch Nicholas, the present emperor's 
brother, Grand Duke George, and his 
young cousin, Grand Duke Alexis. The 
grand ducal house of Oldenburg is sim)- 
larly afflicted. 


The suicide at Milan of George Polac- 
©o, Italian minister plenipotentiary in 
Bulgaria, serves to call aitention to tae 
rarity of members of the Jewish race in 
diplomacy. In spite of their being pecu- 
liariy well qualified from a mental and 
intellectual point of view for this partic- 
ular profession, it is but seldom indeed 
that one finds in its ranks any man even 
with Jewish blood in his veins. Indeed, 
the only three cases that I can recall) are 
the self-slain Italian envoy to the court of 
Sofia, who was a scion of one of tae old- 
est Jewish families of Venice, Baron Max 
Oppenheim, who is attached to the Ger- 
man legation in Egypt and who spent the 
summer at Newport, and Sir Henry 
Drummond Wolff, until quite recently 
British ambassador at Madrid, anil 
whose father, a converted Jew, achieved 
so much celebrity as an intrepid central 
Asian explorer and missionary. 


In connection with tae recent inaugura- 
tlon of the great Nile dam at Assonan 
it is interesting to recall the faet that 
the first European ship that ever sailed 
up the Nile as far ag Assouan flew the 
papal flag and formed part of the navy 
of Pope Gregory XVI. The name of the 
vessel in question was the Fedeita, whicna 
had been sent along with two others by 
the pontiff in question from Italy in or- 
der to take possession of the number of 
columns of alabaster which the old vice- 
roy, Mehemed Ali, the founder of the 
present khedivial dynasty, nad presented 
to the holy father for use in the restora- 
tion of the San Paolo Fuori le Mure Bas- 
ilica at Rome. 

The two larger vessels did not ascend 
the Nile beyond Cairo, where thev took 
on board the alabaster in question. But 
the Fedelta, being of much lighter draft, 
managed to make its way up the river 
as far as the island of Philae, which it 
reached on January 21, 1841, the papal 
flag being saluted by the Egyptian au- 
therities. there with twenty-ong@ guns. 
To this day there remains a stone at 
PBRilae engraved with a record of the 
visit of this, the first European-ship on 
the upper Nile, and a similar inscription 
is likewise to be found in the ruing at the 
temple of Karnak, where the Fedelta 
touched on its way down stream. On the 
return of the papal squadron to Italy 
the Fedelta entered the Tiber and pro- 
eeeded up the river to Rome, where it 
was visited by the pope, who spent sev- 
eral hours on board. 


The official betrothal of Princess Caro- 
liné Reuss to the reigning grand duke of 
Saxe-Weimar is worthy of note in the 
first place because it is a love match 
pure and simple, and secondly because 
the princess would, in the event of the 
death of the young sovereign of Holland 
without issue, become queen of the Neth- 
eriands, the. gran¥ duke being the next 
heir to the Dutch throne. 

The princess is a handsome girl, and 
her good looks have evidently closed the 
eyés of the grand duke tp the dangers 
of her having inherited any of the taint 
of insanity with which her only brother, 
the now reigning prince, is afflicted, and 
which prevents him from holding the 
reins of government which are vestea 
in the hands of a regent—namely: Prince 
Henry of Reuss Gera, the head of the 
junior branch. 

Moreover, the father of the future 
grand duchess of Saxe-Weimar was dis- 
tinctly crazy and ought to have been 
placed under restraint for years before 
his death. For it was he who created 
so great a scandal by insisting that it 
Was his prerogative as sovereign of 
Reuss and as father of his people to 
personally inflict at his palace the cor- 
poral punishment—that ia to say, thé 
birchings and canings—on all the school 
boys and school girls who had been 
slated for discipline of this kind by their 
teachers. 

In view of the fact that there jis a!- 
ready a pronounced strain of insanity 
in the house of Saxe-Weimar through the 
late grand duchess, whose Russian moth- 
er, a daughter of Czar Paul, died a ray- 
ing ane the match Is notsone to be 
commended, or that inspires confidence.

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- JEFFERSON'S STATESMANSHIP. — 


By CHARLES JEWETT SWIFT. 


ECRETARY OF STATE JOHN 
S HAY, in*his address last summer 

at the commencement exercises of 
Harvard, accredited the Monroe doctrine 
to a Harvard graduate, obviously mean- 
ing John Quincy Adams, who was sec- 
retary of state at the time the message 
was promulgated, Im reference to. his- 
torieal accuracy the facts are. as follows: 
In September, 1823, Mr. Canning preposed 
to Mr. Rush that the United States 
should cooperate with England in pre- 
venting European interference with the 
former Spanish-American colonies, as 
had been proposed in’ the interests of 
monarchial absolutism at the congress 
of Verona in 1822. Two or three months 
later Monroe, with the approval of John 
Quincey Adams and Thomas Jefferson, de- 
clared, the doctrine as it is formulated 
in the president’s message of December 
3 183. 

In 1820 Jefferson wrote: “The day is 
not distant when we may formally re- 
quire a meridian of partition through the 
ocean which separates the two hemis- 
pheres, on .ne hitherside of which no 
Euronvean gun shall ever be heard, nor 
an American on the other. The prin- 
ciples of society here and there are rad- 
ically different, and I hope no American 
patriot will ever lose sight of the es- 
sential policy of interdicting in the seas 
and territories of both Americas the fero- 
cious and sanguinary contests of Eu- 
rope."’ 

Here we have in Jefferson's own lan- 
guage a full statement of the principles 
of the Monroe doctrine, written by him 
two years before the meeting of the holy 
alliance or congress of Verona, and three 
years before the declaration of the mes- 
sage of President Monroe. 

William H. Seward, as secretary of 
state, immediately after the civil war, 
in an official letter. which caused the 
hasty withdrawal of the French inter- 
vention in Mexico, based his demand on 
the fundamental idea as expressed by 
Jefferson: and so did President Cleveland 
in the rather extreme use of the doctrine 
in his celebrated Venezuelan message. The 
message of President Monroe amplified 
the doctrine, but it Was declaratory after 
all of the vital question as defined by 
Jefferson. 

Some. months ago in New York Sen- 
ator Depew assigned to Mr. Lincoln ex- 
clusively the qualities of original states- 
manship. and denied such qualities in 
his mention of Jefferson. In al] of the 
essentials of Mr. Lincoln's political 
creed, by which he made the greatest im- 
pression and presented the stronger side 
in the Lineoln-Douglas debates, Jeffer- 
son was his guide. 


The longest paragraph in the original 
draft by Jefferson of the Declarati>s:. of, 
Independence was a severe indictment 
of George III for imposing upon the col- 
onies the odius traffic in negro slavery 
with all of its attendant evils. In the 
revision of the declaration by the con- 
tinental congress, these anti-slavery 
clauses were bodily stricken out. Even 
before the formation of the federal con- 
stitution Jefferson prepared Virginia's 
deeds of cession of all the vast territory 
north of the Ohio river, in which he, 
among other things, provided that 
“neither slavery nor involuntary servi- 
tude, except for the punishment of crime, 
whereof the accused shall have been duly 
convicted, shall exist in said territory.” 
This clause was included in the organic 
legislation known as the ordinances for 
the government of the northwest terri- 
tory, and of these Mr. Webster said that 
they were the greatest and most states- 
manlike body of laws ever enacted. By 
similar clauses Jefferson tried to prevent 
the introduction of slavery in the ter- 
ritories of Florida, Alabama and Mis- 


sissippi, upon the theory that by the re- | 


striction of slavery to the states where, 
it then existed, it would gradully dis- 
appear. These were the views and teach- 
ings of Mr, Lincoln. The emancipation 
préclamation was issued in 188, as a 
War measure and not as a moral mani- 
festo. The thirteenth amendment to the 
constitution. abolishing slavery in the 
United States and all places under their 
jurisdiction, is In substance the same and 
almost in the identical language employ- 
ed by Jefferson for the inhibition of slav- 
ery by the ordinances for the govern- 


-ment of the territory north of the Ohio 


river. Mr. Lincoln's statesmanship on 
the one supreme issue which @jected him 


ferson. The latter also was unfaltering 
in his faith that ours was a government 
of the people, ‘‘not to perish from earth,” 
and which received its enduring verity 
as a prophecy fulfilled in the immortal 
paraphrase by President Lincoln at Get- 
tysburg. To deny to Jefferson the con- 
cepts and work of unsurpassed original 
and constructive statesmanship would be 
the equivalent of denying the justice of 
according to Mr. Lincoln the great part 
he played in the history of the repwhblic. 
and would be in effect the impairment of 
the warrant of his own cause, based upon 
the teachings of Jefferson more than on 
all other sources and autnorities put to- 
gether. 


John Randolpa, of Roanoke, said, “that 
the constitution was hatched with poison 
(slavery) under its wing.”” Madison, who 
was called “the Father of the Constitu- 
tion,’ insisted that the word “slave’’ or 
“slavery’’ should not be ased in the great 
charter of civil liberty, and in this he 
succeeded. 

President Butler, of Columbia univer- 
sity, in an address at Philadelphia in 
June of ljast year, mentioned three or 
four foremost American statesmen, but 
omitted from his list the name of Jeffer- 
son. There is a popular belief taat Jef- 
ferson is entitled to some credit as the 
author of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, and in consideration: of which and 
for many other reasons it is respectfully 
submitted that when representative and 
scholarly men before enlightened Ameri- 
can audiences fail to mention his name, 
or to give to him a subrodinate place, it 
is both strange and unaccbuntable. 

By virtue of our control of tae mouth 
of the Mississippi after the Louisiana 
purchase, Jéfferson said that the natural 
and inevitable complement to this, was 
the annexation of Cuba. 

At the commencement of the French 
revolution, upon the reassenibline Sf the 
States general, on the suggestion of Jef- 
ferson, who was in Paris, tae name was 
changed to national assembly, as being 
the more appropriate for a popular yepre- 
gentative body, 

Virginia, by Jefferson, in a voluntary 
deed of gift, gave the birthright of free- 
dom to an extensive empire, whiéh, un- 
der her own govereignty and conditions, 
She could mot do for herself. It seems a 
veritable irony of fate, and one of the 
eccentricities of destiny, that the Old 
Dominion, tarough Jefferson and other 
native sons, should have written her ear- 
ly opposition to slavery, and have been 
the first to formulate the legislation for 
nationalizing the abolition of the insti- 
tution—had to await her own assimila- 
tion with “the land of the free,”” until 
after the taroes and agonies of a four 
years war, and which left her more deso- 
late than any other state in the union. 
Of these results we have another in- 
stance of Jefferson’s remarkable pre- 
vision. 1In his “Notes on Virginia’ he 
wrote: “Indeed, I tremble for my coun- 
try when I reflect that God is just; tnat 
Hig justice cannot sleep forever. The 
Almighty has no attribute which can 
take sides with us in such a contest.”’

In conclusion, it might be said that in 
suppressing or slighting intentionally the 
fame of Jefferson as the foremost build- 
er of our system, or tae misappropris- 
tion of his achievements for the credit 
of others, evidence the very greatest 
tribute to his genius, which originated 
SO Much on its own account, and what- 
ever it did by cooperation with others, in 
the realms of practical statesmanship, 
for tae creation and guidance of the re- 
public, ig ever deserving of the greatest 
share and of the most lasting credit. 
it will do no harm, however, to the in- 
tegrity .of republican institutions, and 
their tehdencies in the different govern- 
mene - we world to give the fullest

Appointment Consifered Knockout 
Blow to “Lily White’ Move- 
ment—Senator Tillman Will 

Make a Fight on the 
Nomination. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, January 5.—(Special.)— 
President Roosevelt today delivered a 
knockout blow to the “lily white’’ move- 
ment in South Carolina by nominating 
Willfam D. Crum for collector of the port 
of Charleston. The appointment of Dr. 
Crum has been vigoréusly opposed by the 
leading citizens of Charleston, headed by 
Mayor Smyth and the leading white men 
of the entire state. Charges of political 
treachery were made against Crum be- 
cause he yoted for Harrison in the con- 
vention of 1892. 

These charges were thoroughly inves- 
tigated by the president, but the evidence 
submitted was not sufficient to convince 
him that they were well founded. It was 
also charged that Dr. Crum lacked busi- 
ness experience to perform satisfactorily 
the duties of collector of the port. AS 
nothing could be said against the integ- 
rity and moral standing of Dr, Crum, the 
president was forced to the cgnclusion 
that the only objection to the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Crum was his color. 

The ‘‘lily white’’ republicans of the 
Palmetto state resorted to various meth- 
ods to sidetrack Dr. Crum for one of 
their complexion and numerous eligibles 
were suggested for consideration of the 
president. In view of the fact that the 
president at the beginning of his admin- 
istration publicly announced that merit 
and not the color of the applicant would 
influence him in selecting federal officials, 
he regards his action as consistent. In 
addition to having the almost unanimous 
support of the republican organization of 
South Carolina, Dr. Crum, who has been 
a conspicuous delegate in four presiden- 
tial nominating conventions, has behind 
him the united support of the colored re- 
publican organizations in all of the doubt- 


to the Supreme Bench, 


Nomination Will Be Sent to the Sen- 
ate Next Month—Wright Will 
Succeed Taft as Governor 
of the Philippine 
Islands. 


Washington, January 5.—If existing 
plans carry, some time next month the 
president will send to the senate the 
nomination of Governor Taft to be an 
associate justice of the United States su™ 
preme court to succeed Justice Shiras, 
who ig expected to retire during that 
month. Governor Taft will be succeeded 
as civil governor of the Philippines by 
General Luke E. Wright, at present vice 
governor and the latter place whl be 
filled by the appointment of W. W. Rock- 
nill, the present director of the bureau of 
American republics. 

There are already many aspirants for 
the place which will be vacated by Mr. 
Rockaill, but so far the president has 
made no choice. It appears that Gov- 
ernor Taft was offered a place on the gsu- 
preme bench on the death of Justice 
Gray, but he felt that affairs in the Phil- 
ippines were in such a state as to re- 
quire his own personal attendanoe and 
he sacrificed tae opportunity. The presi- 
dent has not forgotten his unselfishness 
and now feels that the work in the archi- 
pelago will be in shape by February, so 
it may be well taken over by General, 
Wright 

While Mr. Rockhill will receive a much 
nigher compensation as vice governor of 
the Philippines than he does as director 
of the bureau of American republics, 
still his acceptance of the first named 
place involves the relinquishment of 
many ambitious plans he had cherished, 
looking to tne extension of the present 
bureau into an institution far beyond its 
present importance and scope.

A Span 
of mules was hitched to the machine and 
while Borden was beneath it the driver 
of the mules was ordered by the superin- 
tendent to go beneath the machine to 
help Borden. Thereupon the mules 
Started and one of the machine's wheels 
tan over Borden’s foot and crushed it, 
He sued the Falk Company and obtained 
judgment that was affirmed by the court 
of appeals, which says: 

“The mule is a domestic animal whose 
treacherous and vicious nature is so gen- 
erally known that even courts may take 
notice of it, The company cannot be 
heard to claim that it did not know of the 
treacherous and unreliable qualities of 
this animal. It seems to us that the de- 
fendant was guilty of grossest negligence 
in ordering the teamster to assist Borden. 
Any man of ordinary prudence, under 
such circumstances, would have not only 
‘placed himself in front of the mules, but 
he would with his hands have firmly 
grappled and held the bridlebits of each 
Of them.’’

SUGAR BOUNTY 
PAID. BY RUSSIA 


That's he Upinion of United 
States Supreme Court

Court Holds in the Downs Case That 
Money Paid on Sugar Exported 
Is Bounty, and the Counter- 
vailing Duty Is Sus- 
tained. 


Washington, January 5.—The United 
States supreme court,” in an opinion 
handed down today by Justice Brown, 
decides that in the Downs case the money 
paid by Russia on sugar exported is a 
bounty and that the collector of customs 
at Baltimore was justitied In levying a 
countervailing duty on Russian sugar 
under the terms of the Dingley law. 

The Downs case came to the supreme 
court on a writ of certiorari brought to 
test rulings of the lower court and of 
the board of general appraisers holding 
a cargo imported into Baktimore from 
Russia to be subject to a countervail- 
ing duty leviable upon merchandise upon 
which a bounty is paid updn exportation. 
The opinion today affirmed these rul- 
ings. 

Justice Brown said the case 
Only the one question.as to “whether 
under the laws and regulations of Rus- 
Sia bounty is allowed upon the export 
of sugar, which subjects such sugar 
upon its importation into the United 
States to an additional duty equal to 
the entire amount of such bounty under 
the act of July 24, 1897.’’ He said that 
under Russia’s method of protecting and 
fostering her sugar industry free sugar 
which may be sold in Rigssia at the nor- 
mal excise of 1.75-100 roubies per pound 
may be exported under a permit from 
the excise office upon the return of a 
free sugar certificate with the custom 
house export mark, the excise office upon 
the return of a free sugar certificate 
with the custom house export mark, the 
excise then crediting the exported quan- 
tity of sugar to the free surplus of the 
mill which is subject to the double tax 
of 1.75 roubles. ' 

Discussing the effect of this certificate, 
vustice Brown said: 

“In practice the market value of thase 
certificates must vary according to 
demand and supply, but the theory 
derlying the trahsactton is always 
that the exporter shal! suffer no toss Dde- 
cause he has eéxported his free sugar 
instead of selling it in the home market. 
It is practically admitted in this case 
that a bounty equal to the vaiue of these 
cert#icates is paid by the Russian goy- 
ernment and the main argument of the 
petitioner is addressed to the proposition 
that this bounty is paid not upon expor- 
tation, but upon production.

Where regulations exempt sugar export- 
ed from excise axation altogether we 
think they clearly fall within the defini- 
tion of an indirect bounty upon exporta- 
tion.”’

Factors were equally independent. and 
though offering freely at full board tig- 
ures and putting out a good assortment 
of grades, they displayed not the least 
inclination to force sales at a sacrifice; 
and thus, the two elements being some- 
what apart in their views, there was no 
great amount of trading. Sales 2.150 bales, 
including 650 to arrive. Quotations un- 
changed. 

Contracts were quite active during the 
first part of the day. The early break in 
prices at Liverpool, combined with the 
uncertainties attached to the census bu- 
reau’s expected crop report, led to heavv 
trading and rapid and wide fluctuations in 
values. January opened down 10 points, 
while the other months showed initial 
losses of 5 to 7 points. After the opening 
call January recovered 11 points, while 
the other positions moved up to 7 points, 
prices thereafter backing and filling rap- 
idly on al] months.

“After all the foregoing appropriations 
for charity, amounting to over $40,00 
there is na place in the city where a poor 
consumptive can find shelter. Only a few 
davs ago, a girl 20 years of age, in a 
disreputable house, dving of consumption, 
could not find a home that would relieve 
her. This condition exists despite the 
fact that one-seventh of the deatns in our 
city are caused by this disease. We think 
the city shou! ld provide a place for poor 
consumptives.
